The requirements a_ hospital 
must meet to be accepted for list- 
ing are given on the blue divider 
pages (pages 13-16). Page 14 is a 
Key to Listing, providing a full 
explanation of how the reader can 
interpret the information present- 
ed for each hospital—the meaning 
of the code numbers following a 
hospital’s name and definitions of 
terms used in the heading on each 
page of the Listing.

A separate section has been 
added this year for a Listing of 
Inpatient Care Institutions other 
than Hospitals. A total of 126 such 
institutions are listed beginning on 
page 250. All codes which are ap- 
plicable to hospitals are also ap- 
plicable to these institutions. 


APPROVALS 

Most of the hospital entries are 
followed by code numbers, e.g., 
A-1-2-6-11; F-1-4-8-10-15. The 
codes beginning “A-” refer to the 
approvals, memberships and affili- 
ations held by a particular hos- 
pital. 

A-1 accreditation by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of 
Hospitals, is formal evidence that 
a hospital meets established stand- 
ards for quality of patient care. 
This code also applies to Canadian 
hospitals, which are accredited by 
the Canadian Council on Hospital 
Accreditation. 

A-2 means that a hospital car- 
ries On a cancer program approved 
by the American College of Sur- 
geons. The programs fall into 
three categories: (1) cancer hos- 
pitals, (2) cancer consultation 
and treatment services and (3) 
cancer consultation service and, in 
addition, cancer registries. 

A-3, A-4 and A-5 (residency, 
internship and medical school 
affiliation) refer to the approvals 
granted to hospitals by the Coun- 
cil on Medical Education and Hos- 
pitals of the American Medical 
Association, working in coopera- 
tion with various other groups. 
A-11 is a sim‘tar approval for in-

A-6 and A-12 signify that a 
hospital administers facilities for 
professional and/or practical nurse 
training.

The table of contents for this 
section lists each table by its title. 
The Key to Statistics (p. 378) pro- 
vides an explanation of how hos- 
pitals are classified within the 
tables and definitions of terms 
used. 

The hospital administrator, by 
comparing the data for his own 
hospital with the average for its 
Size, type, or locality, can obtain 
a useful picture of his hospital in 
the national scene. 

Of especial note this year are 
Tables 6 and 7. Table 6 presents 
statistics on the number of beds 
and admissions in American Hos- 
pital Association member hospi- 
tals, as well as the usual data on 
approvals, memberships and affil- 
iations. Table 7 presents data 
which allow for comparison of the 
major indicative data for the uni- 
verse of accredited hospitals with 
those of the universe of all listed 
hospitals. This table should be of 
especial interest to administrators 
of accredited hospitals who wish 
to compare their own hospitals 
with other accredited hospitals of 
the same size, controlling organ- 
ization, or service. 

The introduction to the tables 
this year points out some general 
trends and some factors to be con- 
sidered in interpreting data, but 
it does not attempt a detailed sta- 
tistical analysis of the data. Read- 
ers interested in a fuller explora- 
tion of the data may wish to 
consult previous Guide Issues.

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REQUIREMENTS FOR ACCEPTING HOSPITALS FOR LISTING 

The primary aim of the program of accepting hospitals for listing is to 
provide a census of hospitals. Listing is not intended to be a measure of 
quality of care. 

Any institution which can be classified as a taspital, according to the 
requirements, may be listed if it so desires. Membership in the American Hos- 
pital Association is not a prerequisite. 

. The hospital shall have at least six beds for the care of patients who are 
nonrelated, who are sick and who stay on the average in excess of 24 
hours per admission. 

. The hospital shall be licensed in those states and provinces having licens- 
ing laws. 

. Only doctors of medicine or doctors of osteopathy shall practice in hos- 
pitals listed by the American Hospital Association. (This requirement is 
not intended to eliminate dental and similar services from the hospital. 
Patients admitted for such services, however, must have an admission 
history and a physical examination done by a physician on the staff of 
the hospital, and a physician on the staff | the hospital shall be respon- 
sible for the patient's medical care throughout his stay.) 
ry authorized bylaws for the staff of physicians shall be adopted by 


. The hospital shall submit evidence of regular care of the patient by the 
attending physician and of general supervision of the clinical work by 
doctors of medicine. 

. Records of clinical work shall be maintained by the hospital on all patients 
and shall be available for reference. 

. Registered nurse supervision and such other nursing service as is necessa 
to provide patient care around the clock shall be available at the eat. 

. The hospital shall offer services more intensive than those required merely 
for room, board, personal services, and general nursing care. 

. Minimal surgical or obstetrical facilities [including operating or delivery 
room] or relatively complete diagnostic facilities and treatment facilities 

* for medical patients, shall be available at the hospital. 

10. Diagnostic x-ray services shall be regularly and conveniently available. 
The American Hospital Association may, at the sole discretion of its 
Board of Trustees, grant, deny or withdraw the listing of any hospital.

MEMBERSHIP CATEGORIES 
IN THE 
AMERICAN HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 


The American Hospital Association 
is primarily an organization of or- 
ganizations—hospitals and related 
institutions. At the present time, 
Institutional membership in the As- 
sociation includes more than 5700 
hospitals in the United States and 
Canada, more than 1500 hospital 
auxiliary groups, some 79 Blue Cross 
Plans, and more than 275 govern- 
mental and related health agencies. 
A total of approximately 5400 indi- 
viduals affiliated with hospitals or 
related health groups hold Personal 
membership in the Association. 


A description of membership cate- 
gories, Institutional, Associate and 
Personal, and the amount of dues 
assigned to each category, follows. 
Membership dues, established by 
the membership itself through the 
House of Delegates, provide the 
major source of income for the 
American Hospital Association. 
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INSTITUTIONAL MEMBERSHIP* 

TYPE I: General and special hospi- 
tals which care primarily for pa- 
tients with conditions normally 
requiring a comparatively short 
stay. Dues are computed at the rate 
of 12.9 mills per patient day ranging 
from an annual minimum of $96.75 
to a maximum of $1612.50. 


TYPE U-A: All other hospitals that 
provide inpatient care. Dues are 
computed at 6.45 mills per patient 
day and range annually from $96.75 
to $322.50. 


TYPE -B: Inpatient care institu- 
tions other than hospitals. Dues are 
$96.75 per year for institutions of 49 
beds or less ; $150.50 per year for in- 
stitutions of more than 49 beds but 
less than 100 beds; $204.25 per year 
for institutions of more than 99 
but less than 150 beds; and $322.50 
per year for institutions of 150 
beds or more. 


TYPE WI: Dispensaries, clinics and 
similar organizations independent 
of a hospital, but providing only 
outpatient diagnosis and treatment 
of the sick. Dues are $96.75 per year. 


TYPE IV—REGULAR: Nonprofit hos- 
pital service organizations which 
comply with the Approval Program 
of the American Hospital Associ- 
ation for Hospital Service Plans. 
Dues are 1.25 mills per active sub- 
scriber certificate per month, with 
a minimum of $20 and a maximum 


of $600 per month. 


TYPE IV—ASSOCIATE: Nonprofit hos- 
pital organizations located outside 
the U. S. and which have met and 
continue to meet the requirements 
thereto prescribed by the Board of 
Trustees of the American Hospital 
Association. Dues are .15 mills per 
active subscriber certificate per 
month, with a minimum of $3.75 
and a maximum of $75 per month. 


TYPE V: Hospital auxiliaries organ- 
ized in connection with Institutional 
members, Types I, II, III, or VL. Dues 
for auxiliaries affiliated with Insti- 
tutional members, Types I or II, are 
as follows: auxiliaries connected 
with hospitals of 100 beds or less, 
$30 per year; 101 to 300 beds, $50; 
301 or more beds, $100. Dues for 
auxiliaries connected with Institu- 
tional members, Type III or Type 
VI, are $30 per year.

ASSOCIATE MEMBERSHIP 
Organizations interested in the ob- 
ject of the Association (except those 
institutions that provide inpatient 
care and fail to meet eligibility re- 
quirements as Institutional members 
Type I, I-A or II-B and those insti- 
tutions that provide outpatient care 
solely but do not meet eligibility 
requirements for Institutional mem- 
bership Type III). Dues are $96.75 
per year for nonprofit Associate 
members, such as governmental 
health agencies, voluntary health 
organizations, schools of hospital 
administration and foundations; 
similar dues apply to hospitals and 
health organizations located outside 
the United States or Canada. Dues 
are $193.50 per year for all other 
Associate members. 


GROUP MEMBERSHIP 

Groups of governmental hospitals 
operating under the same unit of 
government may obtain Institu- 
tional membership under a group 
plan in which the main unit hos- 
pital pays full dues and each of the 
others in the same group pays 
$96.75 per year. A similar arrange- 
ment is available for auxiliaries of 
these hospitals, in which the first 
member auxiliary pays the usual 
dues and each of the others pays 


dues of $50 per year. 


CONTRACTING ORGANIZATIONS 

Organizations prevented from hold- 
ing membership because of legal or 
other restrictions. They are charged 
for services on the same basis as 
dues are assessed against the types 
of membership for which they are 


eligible. 


PERSONAL MEMBERSHIP

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HOSPITAL STATISTICS, 1960 


OR THE 15th consecutive year, 

the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation presents guideline data for 
the hospital field. The tables in 
this section reflect data reported 
in the 1960 annual survey by the 
6948 hospitals listed by the AHA: 
6876 in the 50 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and 72 in other 
United States areas. 

Data from 126 inpatient care 
institutions other than hospitals 
were also obtained on the annual 
survey and are included with the 
listings for these individual insti- 
tutions but have not been tabu- 
lated for this section. 

Despite the transfer of 31 insti- 
tutions (with 2563 beds) from the 
hospital listing to the listing of in- 
patient care institutions other than 
hospitals, the number of listed hos- 
pitals in the 50 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia increased from 
6845 tc 6876. The number of beds 
im these hospitals increased to 1,- 
657,950 from 1,612,822. The ratio 
of beds to population increased for 
all hospitals and for nonfederal 
short-term hospitals (see Text 
Table 1, right). 


UTILIZATION 


In a major change, admissions 
rose 6 per cent to 25,027,152 (from 
23,605,186 in 1959). The ratio of 
admissions to population increased 
sharply to new highs of 139.1 for 
all hospitals and 127.7 for short- 
term hospitals from the 1959 levels 
of 133.7 for all hospitals and 122.4 
for short-term hospitals. Accom- 
panying this rise in admissions was 
an increase in hospital births to 
3,835,735 from 3,692,784 in 1959. 

The average number of patients 
in all hospitals each day rose to 
1,401,873 in 1960, compared with 
1,363,217 in 1959; these patients 
occupied 84.6 of all beds set up and 
staffed for use. The major real in- 
crease (over 15,000) occurred in 
short-term hospitals, with a small 
rise in occupancy (from 74.5 to 
74.7 per cent) continuing the slow 
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but steady annual increase in oc- 
cupancy which has been character- 
istic of these hospitals since 1954, 
when occupancy reached a low 
point of 70.9 per cent. Length of 
stay in short-term general hospi- 
tals decreased from 7.8 days in 
1959 to the 1958 level of 7.6 days, 
reversing the minor increases in 
length of stay in voluntary hospi- 
tals in 1958 and in all short-term 
hospitals in 1959. 

These short-term hospitals in- 
creased in number of hospitals 
listed (from 5364 in 1959 to 5407 
in 1960), number of beds in opera- 
tion (from 619,877 to 639,057) and 
admissions (from 21,604,623 to 22,- 
970,146), as well as in average 
daily census (from 462,010 to 477,- 
737). 

Since short-term hospitals ac- 
count for the great majority of 
admissions (91.8 per cent in 1960), 
the greatest part of the increase 
in admissions also occurred in 
these hospitals (up more than 1.3 
million over 1959). Although the 
greatest rise occurred in voluntary 
short-term hospitals (over 850,- 
000), this was but a 5 per cent 
increase over 1959, in contrast to 


the 9 per cent rise in admissions 
for both proprietary and state 
and local governmental short-term 
hospitals. 


FINANCES 


Total assets for all listed hospi- 
tals increased by more than a 
billion dollars to a new high $17.1 
billion. At the same time, total 
expense increased over $600 mil- 
lion to $8.4 billion. Payroll expense 
increased to nearly $5.6 billion, 
accounting for two-thirds of all 
expenses, 

Total expense per patient day 
averaged $16.46 for all hospitals. 
The voluntary short-term hospitals 
led in paid costs—$33.23 per pa- 
tient day—while the nonfederal 
psychiatric group had the lowest 
—$4.91 per patient day. Average 
payroll expense per patient day 
was $10.92 for all hospitals and 
ranged from $3.45 per patient day 
for nonfederal psychiatric hospitals 
to $20.92 for federal general hos- 
pitals. Voluntary short-term hos- 
pitals were only slightly lower, 
with a payroll expense per patient 
day of $20.56.

}Nonfederal short-term general and special hospitals. 
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Revenue from patients in these 
hospitals in 1960 was $3,925,200,- 
000 ($31.51 per patient day), com- 
pared with total expenses of $4,- 
139,430,000 ($33.23 per patient 
day). This meant that, for every 
dollar required to operate volun- 
tary short-term hospitals in 1960, 
patients (either individually, or 
through third-party payers) paid 
95 cents, or an average of $1.72 
per patient day less than it cost 
to care for them. 

Revenue from all sources for 
these hospitals (used to make up 
deficits for operating costs not cov- 
ered by patient revenue, reserves 
for new construction, sinking fund 
reserves, etc.) amounted to $4,- 
255,343,000 ($34.16 per patient 
day). Patient revenue made up 
92.2 per cent of revenue from all 
sources in these hospitals in 1960. 


PERSONNEL 


There were 1,597,984 full-time 
workers in all listed hospitals, or 
an average of 114 personnel for 
every 100 patients in the hospital 
on a given day. 

The average represents a range 
from less than 10 employees per 
100 patients in certain long-term 
psychiatric hospitals to 350 to 800 
employees per 100 patients in cer- 
tain individual short-term and 
long-term hospitals with heavy 
teaching and research loads. Aver- 
ages for groups of hospitals ranged 
from 35 personnel per 100 patients 
in nonfederal psychiatric hospitals 
to 232 personnel per 100 patients 
in voluntary short-term hospitals. 
These figures include full-time 
equivalents for part-time em- 
ployees. It should be noted that 
the historical data on total per- 
sonnel include students, interns 
and residents prior to 1951. These 
categories were not included in the 


personnel totals in the 1951 sta- 
tistics, and in all totals since. Prior 
to 1960, members of religious or- 
ders were specifically excluded 
from personnel totals; from 1960 
onward, they are included in these 
totals. Prior to 1960, there was no 
specific instruction as to the in- 
clusion or exclusion of regularly 
employed physicians on the hos- 
pital staff; from 1960 onward, they 
are included in hospital personnel 
totals. 

The number of full-time and 
part-time personnel reported for 
each category is presented in Table 
4. Of all listed hospitals 96.6 per 
cent, having 94.9 per cent of all 
beds and 94.7 per cent of the total 
average daily census, reported 1,- 
460,235 full-time personnel and 
201,431 part-time personnel. 

Virtually all hospitals reporting 
total personnel on the annual sur- 
vey also reported personnel by de- 
partment (6641 out of 6723). Of 
the 1,434,823 full-time personnel 
and the 200,616 part-time person- 
nel reported by these hospitals, 
full-time and part-time totals for 
each department are as shown in 
Text Table 2, below. 

In general, ratios of full-time 
personnel departmental to total 
full-time personnel and to average 
daily census tended to vary be- 
tween different types and sizes of 
hospitals. As an example, ratios of 
full-time administrative and gen- 
eral personnel ranged from a high 
of nearly 16 per cent of total full- 
time personnel (approximately 29 
full-time administrative and gen- 
eral personnel per 100 patients) in 
short-term general hospitals of un- 
der 25 beds in size to slightly less 
than 10 per cent of all full-time 
personnel (approximately 22 full- 
time personnel per 100 patients) 
in short-term hospitals of more

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than 500 beds, to less than 6 per 
cent of total personnel (less than 
two full-time administrative and 
general personnel per 100 patients) 
in institutions for mental retarda- 
tion. 


FACILITIES AND SERVICES 


Of special interest this year are 
data on hospitals which contract 
out certain supportive functions. 
More than 25 per cent of all hos- 
pitals reported having hospital 
laundry done on contract with an 
outside firm. In general, these were 
concentrated on the less than 100 
beds size group. 

Slightly more than 2 per cent 
of the hospitals reported having 
hospital dietary and housekeeping 
functions performed by outside 
firms on a contract basis. Among 
the small groups of hospitals con- 
tracting for these services, the 
majority were in hospitals of more 
than 100 beds in size. 

Other facilities and programs 
for which data were requested for 
the first time, or for the first time 
in several years, approximately 56 
per cent of all hospitals reported 
an organized hospital auxiliary, 
nearly 40 per cent reported a 
chapel or prayer room and nearly 
7 per cent reported an organized 
home care program. 


APPROVALS, MEMBERSHIPS, AFFILIATIONS 


In order to provide more infor- 
mation about hospitals with cer- 
tain approvals, memberships and 
affiliations, two special arrays have 
been tabulated this year. Table 
6 presents information about AHA 
member hospitals, by state, for 
hospitals, beds and admissions. 
The totals show that the 5464 
member hospitals have 1,233,264 
beds with 23,283,704 admissions, 
accounting for 80 per cent of all 
listed hospitals, 73 per cent of all 
beds and 93 per cent of all ad- 
missions to U.S. hospitals. 


ACCREDITED HOSPITALS 


Because of the increasing public 
attention for the role of accredita- 
tion in the hospital field, and the 
previous lack of statistical infor- 
mation concerning this group of 
hospitals, special tabulations were 
prepared for accredited hospitals 
and for all hospitals. The results 
are presented in Table 7, Summary 
of Accreditation, with Utilization,

Personnel and Finances, 1960. 

The most significant impression 
imparted by the data on accredited 
hospitals is the proportion of uti- 
lization, finances and personnel, 
which is their “share” of all hos- 
pital utilization, personnel and 
finances. Because only a moder- 
ate majority of all hospitals are 
accredited (54.4 per cent in 1960), 
it had been often thought that ac- 
credited hospitals accounted for 
only a moderate majority of hos- 
pital beds, admissions, etc. 

The data presented here, how- 
ever, show that, despite the fact 
that only 54.4 per cent of all listed 
hospitals are accredited, these hos- 
pitals account for 83.6 per cent of 
all admissions, 85.7 per cent of all 
hospital births, 61.7 per cent of all 
beds, 60.5 per cent of all days of 
care rendered to inpatients, 80.7 
per cent of all hospital employ- 
ment, 81.8 per cent of total expense 
for operating all hospitals and 78 
per cent of all hospital assets. 

The picture of short-term gen- 
eral and other special hospitals is 


even more noteworthy. Accredited 
hospitals in this group account for 
only 54.6 per cent of all hospitals 
in the group, but 84.3 per cent of 
all beds, 90.9 per cent of all ad- 
missions, 87.1 per cent of all days 
of care rendered to inpatients, 85.6 
per cent of all births, 88.9 per cent 
of all personnel, 90.3 per cent of 
total payroll expense, 89.4 per cent 
of total expense, 89.0 per cent of 
plant assets, and 89.8 per cent of 
total assets. 

As is evident from the operating 
ratios in Text Table 3, above, 
Operating and Size Ratios—Ac- 
credited and Nonaccredited Short- 
term General and Other Special 
Hospitals, there are rather clear 
differences between accredited and 
nonaccredited hospitals. The ma- 
jor differences may be explained 
by the fact that the accredited hos- 
pitals are larger, more urban in 
location and offer more services 
(and more complex services) to 
different types of patient popula- 
tions than do the nonaccredited 
hospitals. 


TECHNICAL NOTES—1960 ANNUAL SURVEY OF HOSPITALS 


T N THE years preceding the 1960 
annual survey, an increasing 
interest in a number of problems 
of the hospital field had led to a 
substantial increase in the size of 
the questionnaire form itself. By 
1959, the questions on the survey 
form of that year took up four 
closely-printed pages. 

Because of the very length of 
the form, printing, mailing, han- 
dling, coding, data-processing and 
presentation became major logisti- 
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cal problems. At the same time, 
the amount of detailed informa- 
tion which was requested put a 
heavy handling and data-seeking 
responsibility on the hospitals. As 
a result, the number of hospitals 
not reporting for the 1959 survey 
was more than 450, the highest 
in recent years. 

Further, since flexibility for sta- 
tistical sampling, complexity of 
quality controls needed for proc- 
essing of information, and output 


capacity in processing for analysis 
and presentation are functions of 
the number of and kinds of in- 
formation sought, statistical, qual- 
ity control and output problems 
mounted almost geometrically. 

Therefore, the 1960 survey was 
streamlined, and the detailed utili- 
zation questions, individual special 
questions on varying areas of spe- 
cial interest and detailed personnel 
questions were relegated to other, 
specially-designed surveys. 

The beneficial results of this pol- 
icy are already evident in report- 
ing on the 1960 annual survey. 
More than 98.6 per cent of the hos- 
pitals (accounting for more than 
99 per cent of all beds) reported 
on this survey, and only 94 hospi- 
tals returned no report. All but 
10 of those returning a form re- 
ported admissions, and all but 17 
reported patient days. Reporting 
for facilities and services was up 
approximately 500 over last year, 
and reporting for personnel was 
up more than 460 over last year. 
Only 42 hospitals which reported 
other information did not report 
total personnel. Seventeen other 
hospitals which reported, but 
whose reports did not meet the 
survey definition for exclusion of 
student personnel, were excluded 
from the “reporting hospitals” 
group for personnel; estimates 
were :nade for the number of per- 
sonnel regularly employed in these 
hospitals. 

One of the chief effects of this 
high level of reporting was to re- 
duce estimating problems to con- 
tribute to more accurate estimates 
of information for nonreporting 
hospitals. 

It also allowed for more special 
follow-up for missing information 
from hospitals which returned a 
form. A total of 528 requests for 
additional information concerning 
beds, bassinets, births, admissions 
and inpatient days (or some com- 
bination of these) was sent to re- 
porting hospitals, with 452 usable 
returns (altogether, more than 
2000 queries or requests for con- 
firmation of data were mailed for 
the 1960 annual survey). 

Because of faster returns from 
hospitals, more intensive follow-up 
was possible for those hospitals not 
reporting prior to December 1. 
After this date, the executive sec-

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tions were informed of nonreport- 
ing hospitals in their states and 
asked to aid the hospitals in their 
reporting. As a result of this co- 
operative effort, 100 per cent of 
all listed hospitals in 20 states re- 
ported for the survey (Arizona, 
Delaware, District of Columbia, 
Hawaii, Idaho, Iowa, Maine, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Pennsylvania, Utah, Ver- 
mont and Washington), and more 
than 99 per cent of the hospitals 
reported in 11 states (Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, New York, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Virginia, and 
Wisconsin). In only one state did 
less than 95 per cent of the hos- 
pitals report. 


SURVEYS OF HOSPITAL PERSONNEL 


In past annual surveys, detailed 
personne] figures were requested 
‘““‘by occupational or skill cate- 
gory” (e.g., registered professional 
nurses, licensed practical nurses, 
medical record librarians, etc.). 
These figures, however, do not fit 
into the conceptual framework 
of hospital administrative decision 
statistics which is delineated in the 
AHA Chart of Accounts and Defi- 
nitions for Hospitals. Their use is 
mainly for estimates of special 
types of skilled manpower on a 
national or other geographical 
basis, special studies of staff com- 
position in relation to other indica- 
tive factors (e.g., length of stay, 
patient turnover), or labor market 
studies. For this reason, the statis- 
tical control and processing re- 
quirements for “skill category” 
personne] statistics are of a differ- 
ent order and type than those for 
the annual survey. As a result, 
surveys of hospital personnel by 
occupational and skill category 
will be “special” surveys in the 
future and will be conducted sep- 
arately on a periodic basis. 

In this survey, detailed personnel 
figures for the annual survey of 
hospitals were requested on a basis 
which is in conformity with the 
AHA’s Chart of Accounts and Defi- 
nitions for Hospitals, published in 
1959. The basis for these figures is 
the departmental accounts concept. 
The number of full-time and part- 
time personnel is requested for 
each of five basic hospital depart- 
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ments: administrative and general; 
dietary; household and property; 
professional care of patients; and 
other. 


PATIENT REVENUE 


For some years, the AHA has 
published data on patient revenue 
in voluntary and proprietary hos- 
pitals. One of the major uses of 
these data has been the calculation 
of national consumer expenditure 
totals for hospital care (as distin- 
guished from governmental ex- 
penditures for such care). The re- 
sults of these calculations are then 
used in calculating a total na- 
tional consumer expenditure for 
all health care This total, in turn, 
influences the national income ac- 
counts of the U.S. Department of 
Commerce (from which gross na- 
tional product totals are derived). 

Aside from the usual sources of 
error, the calculation of consumer 
expenditures for hospital care has 
been complicated by two major 
factors: 

1. A certain proportion of reve- 
nues paid to nongovernmental hos- 
pitals by, or in behalf of, in- 
dividual patients is actually from 
governmental sources, often di- 
rectly from governmental agencies. 
At present, there are only very 
crude ways of estimating the ef- 
fect of these revenues on total pa- 
tient revenues for a given year. 

2. A certain proportion of reve- 
nues paid to governmental hospi- 
tals for inpatient care is actually 
from private, or ‘‘consumer”’ 
sources. Although it was known 
previously that this is true, there 
was, prior to this year, virtually 
no good data base for estimates of 
the scope and distribution of these 
revenues in governmental hospi- 
tals. 

In the 1960 annual survey of 
hospitals, however, governmental 
hospitals were instructed to report 
patient revenue paid by, or in 
behalf of, individual patients— 
whether the payment accrued to 
the operating income of the hos- 
pital or not (and in many cases, 
such income does not accrue to 
hospital operating accounts). 

At this time, totals from these 
hospitals are available, and have 
been forwarded to offices of the 
federal government which are re- 
sponsible for the consumer ex- 
penditures estimates. 


As yet, these figures have not 
been adjusted for error of response 
(certain categories over-reported, 
while certain others under-report- 
ed; beginning in 1962, revised fig- 
ures will be issued for these 
groups). They are, nevertheless, 
instructive. 

The totals for these groups indi-: 
cate that total national figures for 
patient revenue (before adjust- 
ment by federal agencies) have 
been understated by almost 20 per 
cent. In addition to the $4.25 bil- 
lion paid by patients in 1960 for 
care in short-term voluntary and 
proprietary hospitals, patients paid 
about $120 million to long-term 
voluntary and proprietary hospi- 
tals (this figure is probably slightly 
understated), $120 million to state 
psychiatric hospitals (probably 
overstated), $76 million to state 
and local governmental long-term 
general and tuberculosis hospitals 
(probably overstated), and — the 
largest amount — $645 million to 
short-term state and local govern- 
mental hospitals. 

This last total is most probably 
the best. The only significantly 
large errors of reporting are in the 
over-500 bed size hospital group, 
and these, in general, cance) out. 
In totzl, reports from these hospi- 
tals add over $900 million to the 
amount hitherto reported for con- 
sumer expenditures for hospital 
care in the United States. 

One of the most significant re- 
sults which can be derived from 
these figures is the change it makes 
in our concept of a short-term 
‘““sovernmental”’ hospital. From 
preliminary tabulations, it becomes 
evident that some rather varying 
types of hospitals—when consid- 
ered from the point of view of rev- 
enue sources—fall within the 
short-term governmental group. 

In this group, the range of pa- 
tient revenue/total expense ratios 
is from zero per cent (clustered 
for the most part in the hospitals 
over 300 beds in size) to more than 
100 per cent (for the most part in 
the under-100-bed size group). The 
conclusion implied is that there 
are many “governmental” hospitals 
whose financing is in no way dif- 
ferent from those in the voluntary 
group, and—considering sources of 
income only—are less ““governmen- 
tal” than many voluntary hospi- 
tals. 
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P  pwetine; reporting for the 1960 
annual survey was the most 
complete in the history of this sur- 
vey, and problems of estimation 
have been reduced, there remain 
a number of “traps for the un- 
wary” in interpretation of this 
data. These will always be present, 
because of the very nature of the 
data. Some of these are: 

1. The term Hospitals Accepted 
for Listing by the American 
Hospital Association does not 
include all “hespitals”. 

Those hospitals which are listed 
by the Association include only 
those which meet the requirements 
of the Association’s listing pro- 
gram. This listing dces not include 
all institutions which are termed 
“hospitals” by some official agency. 
Among those not included are: in- 
stitutions with fewer than six beds; 
institutions whose clinical work is 
not supervised by a doctor of med- 
icine; institutions having neither 
operating room or diagnostic fa- 
cilities; institutions having no serv- 
ices more intensive than those 
required merely for room, board, 
personal services, and general 
nursing care; institutions awaiting 
survey or approval for listing; 
those institutions not wishing to 
be listed. 

In a study of all lists of hospitals, 
made several years ago, the U.S. 
Public Health Service concluded 
that there were approximately 
9000 institutions which are termed 
hospitals by some group. 

Since, on the average, these 2000 
institutions not listed by AHA tend 
to be quite small, the AHA listing 
is satisfactory for most statistical 
and economic purposes (since it 
most probably accounts for more 
than 95 per cent of all hospitals 
and beds, and 96-98 per cent of 
admissions, births, and expenses). 

However, for some purposes, a 
common listing of all of these in- 
stitutions would be valuable. At 
present, there are three basic lists 
of hospitals, each of them present- 
ing somewhat different statistics: 

(a) The individual states, in 
their licensing activities, tend to 
have the greatest number of insti- 
tutions. Of all institutions which 
are called “hospitals” by some 
group, a composite list of these in- 
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INTERPRETING SURVEY DATA 


stitutions would include all but the 
federally-operated hospitals and 
some state-operated hospitals, 

(b) The Public Health Service 
list includes all of these state-li- 
censed institutions, except those of 
fewer than ten beds. 

(c) The AHA listing program 
includes the great majority of 
those institutions which are on 
both state and USPHS lists (but 
not all of them), and also includes 
state and federal hospitals. Fur- 
ther, the AHA listing includes a 
few hospitals in the six to nine bed 
category which are not on the Pub- 
lic Health Service listing. 

In order to arrive at a common 
statistical listing of institutions 
which would include all of those 
which are called hospitals by some 
agency (but which would not con- 
flict with the AHA listing pro- 
gram), the American Hospital As- 
sociation and the Public Health 
Service have entered into a coop- 
erative study. The goal of this 
study is a common listing, with 
uniform reporting of data by each 
hospital to all agencies. As a re- 
sult, it is hoped that uniform, com- 
plete estimates can be made for 
the entire hospital field within sev- 
eral years. 

2. The hospital field is dynamic. 

Each year, the group of hospitals 
listed by the Association changes, 
as new hospitals are added, old 
ones closed, others merged, and 
some transferred from the Listing 
of Hospitals to Inpatient Care In- 
stitutions other than Hospitals. 

As an example of this change, 
there were 6920 hospitals listed, 
for statistical purposes, as of March 
1, 1960. By October 1, there were 
6955 hospitals, a net growth of 35, 
in spite of transfers—to that time 
—of 22 institutions from the hos- 
pital listing to the “other than hos- 
pital” listing. Between Oct. 1, 1960 
and March 1, 1960, nine more in- 
stitutions were transferred, 156 
new hospitals were listed (38 of 
them, however, were not included 
in the 1960 statistical totals), and 
128 hospitals had been closed, re- 
signed from the listing, or had been 
removed from the listing (12 of 
these were included within the 


1960 statistical totals). Thus, of 


the original 6920 hospitals, at least 


tetra ios eR er 


147 were not included in the 1960 
total of 6948. 

In order to provide maximum 
control of this “flow” into and out 
of the system, a model for statisti- 
cal control of the total system is 
under design. If the model is ade- 
quate, we can soon answer such 
questions as: “What is the effect 
of hospitals entering (as new hos- 
pitals) and leaving (as closed or 
transferred hospitals) the system, 
compared with changes in institu- 
tions which continue within the 
system?” Thus, adequate and de- 
tailed answers can be given to 
questions about what is happening 
to the total listing of U.S. hospitals. 
At the present time, very detailed 
answers are almost impossible. 

Further, there are changes with- 
in the system, in those hospitals 
which are carried on the listing 
over a number of years. 

Because of changes in popula- 
tion served, a number of hospitals 
change their service classification 
each year. In recent years, a good 
example is found in the tuberculo- 
sis classification. Since the late 
1940’s, the tuberculosis group has 
been contracting steadily. Some of 
these are “out of the system” be- 
cause of closure. Others, however, 
stayed within the system, and 
changed to other types of service 
—chronic disease, general rehabil- 
itation, and mental retardation, 
among others. 

Because of changes in population 
served, others hold to the same 
service classification, but change 
in length of stay classification. This 
is especially true in hospitals 
equipped to service both “acute” 
and “chronic” patient populations. 
Some of these have such a balance 
of the two groups that they may 
have changed classifications two or 
three times in the last ten years, 
as a result of variations in the 
“mix” of their patient population. 

One of the most common within- 
system classification changes is that 
of “controlling organization”. Each 
year, a number of proprietary hos- 
pitals reorganize as nonprofit or- 
ganizations, a number of govern- 
mental hospitals change to the 
nonprofit classification, and a num- 
ber of nonprofit hospitals change 
to the governmental classification. 

If analyses by service of hospi- 
tal, length of stay of hospital, or by 
controlling organization of hospital 
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are to be of value, such within- 
system changes must be accounted 
for, and balanced against changes 
in the total system. 

Therefore, the statistical control 
model now under development will 
be designed to take these changes 
into consideration, also. Until this 
is done, interpretations of such 
trends as the long-term change in 
governmental and nongovernmen- 
tal hospitals must be accepted, of 
necessity, as having within them 
an unknown amount of “defini- 
tional” or classification error. 

3. To err is human and, in han- 
dling mass data, not to err is 
impossible. 

It is axiomatic that error is pres- 
ent in all information, and hospital 
information is no exception. When 
hospital data are being collected, 
possibilities for error arise in: 

(a) error of concept or defini- 
tion in the original design, in tab- 
ulation plans, in analytical plans, 
or in some combination of the 
three 

(b) the records kept by the hos- 
pitals 

(c) the way in which questions 
are asked in the questionnaire 

(d) the transcribing of informa- 
tion from the hospital records to 
the annual survey form 

(e) the coding of the form 

(f) the key-punching of the in- 
formation 

(g) the design for tabulating the 
information 

(h) the actual tabulation of the 
information 

(i) the preparation of the infor- 
mation for publication. 

Luckily, a combination of strict 
quality controls and a system of 
careful checks against systematic 
or “biasing’’ errors, with the as- 
sumption that further errors occur 
on a random basis, assure a rea- 
sonable validity and reliability for 
the statistics for any large group 
of hospitals. However, the inter- 
preter should always be on guard 
against drawing hard and fast con- 
clusions on data from smaller 
groups of hospitals. 

Further, some types of informa- 
tion are—because of their very na- 
ture—systematically biased, Infor- 
mation on facilities and services is 
of this sort. This arises because of 
the difficulty of concise definition 
of a “facility” or a “service” (who 
can define a “clinical laboratory” 


in an adequate and exhaustive 
fashion?). Therefore, drawing con- 
clusions from a set of numbers in 
this area is far more problematic 
than from the sets of numbers 
where bias is at a minimum, e.g., 
beds, admissions, patient days, 
births, personnel, expense. A care- 
ful comparison of the data for fa- 
cilities and services for the years 
1958, 1959 and 1960 make this 
plain. 


NOTES ON SPECIFIC TABLES 


Table 1—For convenience of ref- 
erence, data for all years in this 
statistical series has been included, 
and the table has been enlarged to 
two pages. 

Table 2—Note that the arrays in 
this table are supplemented by the 
arrays in Table 7 on total hospitals, 
total beds, etc. Of especial note 
are the arrays for all hospitals, by 
bed size, and for short term hospi- 
tals, by control and bed size. 

Table 3—This year, regional to- 
tals for all hospitals, federal hos- 
pitals, all nonfederal hospitals, 
nonfederal psychiatric hospitals, 
nonfederal tuberculosis hospitals, 
nonfederal long-term general and 
other special hospitals, total short- 
term general hospitals, voluntary 
short-term hospitals, proprietary 
short-term hospitals, and state and 
local governmental short-term 
hospitals, are posted at the begin- 
ning of each of the nine regional 
groupings. In using the tables for 
individual states, it should be re- 
membered that some of the group- 
ings of hospitals are so small that 
the possibility of error resulting 
from estimates for non-reporting 
hospitals is increased. 

Table 4—Personnel figures are 
given on a hospital departmental 
accounts basis this year, rather 
than on a skill or occupational cat- 
egory basis. See the note on this 
subject in the technical notes 
above. 

Tables 6-7—The data for all listed 
hospitals presented in these tables 
were obtained directly from the 
various accrediting, approving, and 
membership organizations. This 
year, data on hospitals, beds, and 
admissions are presented—by state 
—for AHA membership hospitals. 

Tables 8-9—-The summary tables 
for Canada, usually presented in 
this section, are not included this 
year, due to scheduling difficulties.
